Ice Station Krysto (set 6983) will be the 
base headquarters for the planet and contains 
satellite launchers, cranes, tracking aerials, 
oo and ice vehicles with good thick tyres 
r travelling on the icy surface. The whole 
station is sited on an elevated base and its 
distinctive orange canopy can be seen for 
miles. 
Ice Cruiser Zycon IV (set 6973) is a large 
multi purpose aerial support vehicle with two 
cockpit modules and its rear cargo hold hides 
a small transporter. 

The cruiser is capable of landing on the 
ice due to its ski runners, and so is always at 
the ready to launch its tiltable satellite rocket 
into orbit. 

Supporting ice planet vehicles include 
(set 6898) Ice Planet VX162, a magnetically 
operated launcher, and (set 6834) 

C ander Bear, a ski mobile complete 
jth a tracking aerial dish. The 
rangers all carry ice saws to help 
them cut through any ice barriers 
they may meet.

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NEW LEGO PARK FOR UK 


The LEGO Group have decided to build a new 
LEGO Park for families and children on the 142 acre 
Windsor Safari Park site in Windsor, Berkshire. 
The Group will take over the site in January 1994 
after the Safari Park animals have been safely 
rehoused in other parks and zoos. 


The new LEGO Park will not simply be a copy of the 
LEGOLAND Park in Denmark but will feature many 
of the elements from the original such as the 
scenic models of buildings and sights fromall | 
over the world in Miniland, the LEGO Town , 
and the driving school. The new Park will be an 
imaginative, educational, and entertaining experience 
for all the family with gardens and country park areas 
fitting to the area of Windsor Great Park. 
Building work will start in early ‘94 and the park will 
open at Easter time in 1996 - a long way off - but our 
model builders will be very busy for the next 
couple of years preparing all the new models, 


When the Park opens it will employ between 500 and 
600 people to cope with the 1.2 million visitors who are 
expected to visit the Park in it’s first season. 
Detailed plans are being prepared and we will bring
